May it please Your Excellency : 

We, tlie Board of Superintendence of the City of Dublin Hospitals, 
have the honour to submit to Your Excellency this our Fifty-eighth 
Annual Report under Statute 19 and 20 Viet., cap. 110, passed on 
the 29th July, 1856, entitled Dublin Hospitals Regulation Act. 

The fact that it is issued later than usual is due to an accumu- 
lation at the printers of a quantity of urgent official work in con- 
sequence of the burning of the premises of Thom & Co., in Easter 
week. 

During the year ending 31st March, 1916, we have inspected all 
the Hospitals which receive grants from Parliament. 

Viz. : — 

1. Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. Steevens’ Hospital. 

3. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

4. Cork Street Fever Hospital. 

5. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

(а) Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

(б) Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

(c) Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. The Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital ; and 

9. Royal Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of the 

Concordatum Fund.

On these occasions we carefully observed and inquired into the 
state and condition of each institution to ascertain that the wards 
were clean and well ventilated, that every provision was made for 
the treatment, comfort, and welfare of the patients, and that the 
several buildings were kept in good repair and in a sanitary con- 
dition. We made inquiries respecting the current expenses of each 
hospital and the system of purchasing, storing, cooking, and issuing 
supplies ; we looked into the nursing arrangements, and into the 
means available in each hospital for the extinction of an outbreak 
of fire, and for the escape of the inmates in the event of such an 
occurrence, and in fact, into all such matters as might assist us in 
supervising these hospitals, and in reporting thereon in accordance 
with the provisions of the 18th section of the Act of 19 & 20 Viet., 
cap. 110. . . . 

In the Appendix are tables giving the following particulars for 
each hospital during the year : — Table No. 1 is a Classified Return 
of the Diseases of Patients. No. 2 shows the number of Patients 
treated ; the mortality ; the average daily number in hospital, and 
the present extent of accommodation for each class of patients. No. 
3 shows the several sources of income. No. 4 the several chief 
heads of expenditure. No. 5 the average cost per bed for main- 
tenance and for establishment and for both combined, but exclusive 
of buildings and furniture. No. 6 gives the prices of articles sup- 
plied per contract. No. 7 gives the attendances of each member of 
the Board of Governors at the several meetings. 

A study of these tables, taken in conjunction with what we 
ourselves have observed, enables us to report that the hospitals 
under the superintendence of this Board fulfil in an economical 
and thorough way the objects for which they were instituted. 

With a view to special report we take the hospitals in the order 
in which they were inspected, remarking that the order of visita- 
tion is changed each year. 

THE ROYAL VICTORIA EYE AND EAR HOSPITAL. 

We carefully inspected this hospital and found it as usual in a 
very efficient condition. It is not only a place which anyone with 
an eye for hospitals finds a pleasure in walking through, but it 
combines therewith in every department a routine of good work 
for which the -closest scrutiny can find nothing but praise. It 
reflects the greatest credit on all connected with its management. 


THE MEATH HOSPITAL. 

On inspection we found the wards in excellent order, well 
ventilated, and the beds and bedding in good order and neatly 
arranged. For some years this institution has been giving a 
lead, and adapting itself to modern views, amongst other things, 
by not adhering too rigorously to the use of white as a colour. 
There are those to whom the old-fashioned heavy white quilt,

the worst bed-cover imaginable, is sacred, and who are for ever 
saying — we saw it in a recent lecture to nurses — 1 use white 
wherever possible, it shows the dirt.” Now the fact, as seen by 
science, is that a garment may be startingly white, and at the same 
time possessed with deadliest powers of infection ; therefore only- 
on disinfection by exposure to heat of all bed coverings suspected 
of infection must reliance be placed. It is needless to refer to 
other parts of this institution. We looked into every corner of 
it, and came away thoroughly satisfied. 


THE ROYAL HOSPITAL EOE INCURABLES. 

We made a thorough inspection of this hospital, and, as usual, 
found everything in perfect order. In former reports we have 
dwelt on the fact that it is an ideal home for incurable patients, 
for it is managed with broad-minded sympathy and constant atten- 
tion to all details, making for contentment of body and mind. 
This is done at a cost per head of 1138 Is. 5-Jd., in times of peace, 
and of T44 Is. 7Jd. at war prices. Reflecting on these things 
it occurs to us to respectfully suggest to your Excellency that 
in its grounds, and under the same management, might be erected 
a home for soldiers invalided with incurable complaints. This 
is not the place in which to enter all that is to be said on this 
subject, but we believe there is a great deal in the idea, and that 
it is one for a small committee to look into and report upon. 


THE COOMBE LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

The benefit rendered by this hospital to the very poor and densely 
populated district in which it is situated is very great. Its use- 
fulness and efficiency increase year by year, and we are glad 
to report that, notwithstanding the increased cost of living, the 
average annual cost pier bed has fallen from T94 in 1815 to 1-8.1 
in 1916. Contrasting this hospital with the Rotunda, the other 
great Maternity institution under our superintendence, we find 
the following points of resemblance. Both are most helpful to 
the poor, both educate in a very practical fashion a very J ar go 
number of nurses, and of pupils, male and female, for the qualified 
ranks of the medical profession. In each the results of treat- 
ment both in the maternity and the gynaecological departments 
are remarkably good. The cost per bed is in each the same, ±8-3 
and this includes the board and lodging of a large stall employed 
in out-patient work. Finally, the amount of stimulants used m 
the Coombe hospital is nil, and in the Rotunda practically ml. 

After a most careful inspection of every corner of this hospital 
we one and all came away expressing high satisfaction with what 
we saw. 
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THE ROTUNDA LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

This is one of the largest educational lying-in institutions in 
Europe. Its management is excellent. 1'n dealing with the Coombe 
we have already indirectly referred to it. Our inspection of it 
afforded us sincere pleasure, for everywhere we saw what science, 
methodically applied to every detail of hospital management, can 
do for suffering humanity. The remark of one of our members 
as we went round this fine institution is worth repeating. “ If 
one-half the care bestowed here on the first two weeks of infant 
life were continued outside for two. years, our losses at the front 
would soon be made good.” 

CORK STREET EEVER HOSPITAL. 

We generally give a whole day to the inspection of this hospital, 
so extensive and important is it. It not only cures infectious 
disease, it also stands between it and the public. Every part ol 
the institution was looked into, and met with our full approval. 

During the year a new sanitary annexe was added to the Iron 
House, and the old wooden flooring of the kitchen in the same 
house was taken up and replaced by a tiled floor, and all the 
outside woodwork of the hospital was painted. 

The motor ambulance, mentioned last year, has been in use foi 
eight months, and this has greatly increased the radius of the 
hospital’s usefulness, besides adding to the comfort and rapidity 
in moving patients into hospital. 

Eor some years there have been shoit-comings in the^laundry, 
so the Committee decided to appoint a Laundry Sister to take 
charge and supervise the laundry, and the patients’ clothing. The 
change made has been most satisfactory. A new washing machine 
has been erected. 

There is at present, owing to the war, a great shortage of 
qualified men, and, at the time of our inspection, one qualified 
assistant and a senior medical student were carrying on the work, 
and doing it well. 

THE WESTMORELAND LOCK HOSPITAL. 

We carefully examined the several departments of this hospital, 
and found the wards and corridors scrupulously clean and well 
ventilated. The clothing and general tidiness of the inmates were 
creditable. 

A certain number of patients, who give hopes of reformation, 
are employed as 'assistant nurses and laundresses. 

No applicant affected by venereal disease in any form has. been 
refused admission during the year. Discipline is well maintained 
in the hospital, and the doors leading to the several divisions are 
kept locked, to effect the segregation of patients, recommended by 
the Commissioners of 1856.

The cooking and the distribution of diets are conducted accord- 
ing to regulation.. The quality of food was good, and the returns 
and vouchers in connection with expenditure are accurately kept. 

As usual we questioned the patients if they had any reasonable 
objection to the institution, or if there was any want of kindness 
on the part of the matron or any of the officials, or if the dietary 
was objected to. We are glad to report that their replies were 
satisfactory. 

The account books were examined, and found to be kept with 
a care and precision which reflect much credit on the Registrar. 

RICHMOND, WHITWORTH AND HARDWICKE 
HOSPITALS. 

Notwithstanding the calls made upon it by the war for the 
treatment of wounded soldiers, and for qualified men for the front, 
this hospital continues, without any evident change, in its useful 
work amongst the civil population. At our inspection all we saw 
called for commendation. Of course, as one goes round one finds 
the shortcomings of the old part set off by the finish and excel- 
lence 'of the new, but this is a condition to be borne in mind 
rather than dealt with at present. 

The following improvements were carried out during the year : 
the heating and ventilating of the operating theatre has been 
entirely remodelled, with very satisfactory results. 

The steam plant generally has been thoroughly overhauled, and 
some alterations made in the system, which together have greatly 
increased the efficiency of the heating. 

On the urgent representation of the military authorities the 
number of beds reserved for sick and wounded soldiers have been 
increased from 108 to 152. 

The cost of furnishing and equipping these 44 extra beds, to- 
gether with 31 in the previous year, was entirely borne by Lord 
Iveagh, at a cost of £825. 

STEEVENS’ HOSPITAL. 

On inspection we were pleased with the order, regularity, and 
cleanliness which prevailed throughout this hospital.. It main- 
tains in every way the high standard of efficiency to which we 
have often called attention, and of which at the present tune 
many wounded soldiers, in addition to local patients, get the 
benefit, as in some of the other hospitals already mentioned. 

As this is the only hospital under our superintendence in which 
a trial has been fairly given to the open-air treatment of patients, 
we asked the physician in charge for a report of the results and 
experiences of the undertaking. As he has most kindly complied 
with our wishes we think well to give it for general information, 
especially as we are backward in Ireland in this excellent mode 
of treatment. It is economical, yields excellent results, and at 
the same time conveys to the public the lesson of the great value 
of fresh air.

OPEN AIR TREATMENT. 

It is now many years since the treatment of tuberculous patients 
in the open air became an established feature of medical practice, 
and the benefit received by such patients in the open-air sana- 
toriums abroad made the public accustomed to the novelty of the 
procedure. For a long' time, however, it was believed that the 
climate of this country was unsuited to such a method of treat- 
ment, and that in our large cities and towns, at all events, no 
good could be expected to result from putting patients to live 
m the open air. Public prejudice was strongly opposed to the 
adoption of any such measure, and those who advocated it were 
warned that hospital patients would never submit to it. Experi- 
ence has falsified these predictions, and it has been found that 
such patients gladly avail themselves of the opportunity of adopt- 
ing this treatment. 

The results that have been obtained have more than justified 
the hopes of those who recommend it. 

In the year 1904 the Governors of Dr. Steevens’ Hospital de- 
cided to construct a verandah on the south side of the hospital 
which could be used in the summer time as an open air day-room 
for some of the patients. At first this verandah was merely used 
for patients to sit and to lie in during the day-time, but shortly 
after some patients were allowed to remain there during the 
night as well. This plan at once proved a success both as regards 
the health, but perhaps more evidently as regards the comfort 
of the patients. The privilege of having a bed in the open air 
ward soon came to be eagerly looked for. 

The original verandah was comparatively small, the accommo- 
dation being limited to four or five beds for either male or female 
patients. There was, however, a constant demand for accommo- 
dation for patients of both sexes. Under these circumstances 
the Governors decided to build a larger shelter in the south garden 
of the hospital, which could be used for men, leaving the original 
verandah for the female patients. 

This new shelter is G1 feet long by 12 feet G inches broad. The 
roof, back wall and ends are covered with corrugated iron, and 
sheeted inside with wood. The roof slopes from a height of 9 
feet 4 inches in front to 8 feet at the back, and an. open space 
of about 6 inches is' left between the back wall and the roof. The 
front is quite open, the roof being supported on wooden pillars. 
The floor is of concrete, and raised about six inches above the 
level of the surrounding ground. Canvas curtains are provided 
for the front, and can be drawn across as a protection from driving 
rain. The- shelter comfortably accommodates ten patients, and 
the total cost of its erection was.T87 14s. Od. 

The shelter has now been in constant occupation, night and 
day, winter and summer, for several years, and even during the 
most severe weather patients have never expressed a wish to 
return to the wards, they have not complained of cold, and they 
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have been more contented and easier to manage than similar 
patients treated in the house usually are. 

A patient is never compelled to go into the outside ward against 
his wish. If it is considered suitable that he should, he is re- 
commended to do so, and advised to try it for a few days, on the 
condition that if after trial he wishes to return to the wards he 
will be permitted to do so. Such permission is rarely asked for. 


The patients recommended to the outside wards are generally 
those suffering from chronic tubercular disease of the bones or 
the lungs, but sometimes patients suffering from chronic diseases 
that are not tubercular are treated outside. So far patients with 
acute diseases have not been treated in the outside wards, as owing

to the limited accommodation it has been considered more advisable 
to devote these beds to the service of patients suffering from 
chronic illness. An effort is always made to start the patient a 
period of residence outside during fine weather, as under such 
conditions they become more quickly acclimatised, and have less 
fear of the exposure. , 

With regard to the results that have been obtained, they have 
been on the whole very satisfactory. The patients eat and sleep 
better than they do indoors, and the cachectic appearance so 
characteristic of' tubercular disease is notably absent. Accurate 
statistics for comparison of the results obtained from the outdoor 
treatment and the indoor treatment are not available, and are 
difficult to procure, but there is no doubt as to the benefit from 
the point, of view of therapeutics, as there is none from the point 
of view, of the comfort of the patient. As an example of the results 
obtained we may quote the case of a patient who spent many 
months in the open air ward undergoing treatment for spinal 
caries. This man is now serving His Majesty m the Royal 
Regiment of Artillery.
